“At Sunbelt Solomon, we 
strive to help our customers 
achieve their sustainability 
goals within the electrical 
space,” said Gus Cedefio, 
CEO of Sunbelt Solomon. 
“Elba is the first greenfield 
facility we’ve built in sev- 
eral years, affirming our 
strategy of getting closer to 
our customer base and de- 
veloping the human capital 


wherever we operate, sss 
is excited to provide new, 
well-paying jobs and career 
paths to the Elba commu- 
nity while continuing ‘the 
growth and expansion of 
our business.” 

Cedejfio further said Sun- 
belt Solomon is commit- 
ted to providing an excel- 
lent customer experience. 
He said by expanding the 
company’s footprints in 
Alabama it helps increase 
the company’s ability to 
provide fast and dependable 
services to valued custom- 
ers.

With opportunities span- 
ning from $18/hr. to $37/

of Labor. Sunbelt Solomon 
offers a competitive suite 
of benefits to its employees, 
including health care cover- 
age, annual incentive com- 
pensation and opportunities 
for advancement. 

As part of the project, 
Kansas-based Sunbelt

Daylight saving time/standard time debate. A number 
of states have already enacted a permeant DS bill that 
would immediately activated if and when the feds 
change the federal law.

It is exciting to get the announcement of a long rumored 
new industry coming to Elba. This will instantly add SO 
well-paying jobs to the community.

Our conversa- 
tions with company reps during the past few days only 
solidifies our initial reaction of being pleased with the 
new development. This 100-year-old company has a 
dozen other sites, from California to Maine, where they 
repair, recycle, service (and rent) electric transformers 
and switchgear Their closest site to Elba is their recently 
purchased facility in Bay Minette (down in Baldwin 
County). They are not a “shade tree” operation but one 
with plans to invest some five million dollars in the local 
_ operation. Heck, if we were a ‘gillion’ years younger, 
this would probably be an interesting challenge for us!! 


The Alabama legislature is in a ‘special session’. That 
means they are limited in the subjects they can discuss 
and pass laws about. The governor called this one to 
‘spend money’. It is some ‘excess’ funds so the special 
session will get this money spent. Also the state’s educa- 
tion fund has a huge surplus — something that is heaven 
sent for a politician.
